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Canada and British Columbia.

If Lord Duilbrin fails in his efforts 
to adjust tho dispute between Canada 
and British Columbia, tho difficulty 
may be regarded as insoluble With 
tho authority and dignity of his high 
oflico ho combines us fulJy as any liv- 
ing statesman diplomatic and ollicial 
experience, tact, temper, and sound 
practical judgment. Ho will offend 
no prejudices, ho will make allowance 
for personal and local susceptibilities, 
and if he cannot overcome unavoidable 
- obstaclos, he will not create artificial 
impediments to tho success of his 
voluntary mission. Nevertheless it is 
but too probable that ho will find com- 
promise or settlement impracticable. 
It is a gravo disadvantage to a nego- 
tiator to know that hisjprinciples are in 
the wrong; and an arbitrator is embar- 
rassed by inability to rely on tho per- 
formance by either party of the condi- 
tions of au award. Tho representative 
of tho crown will command a certain 
respect, but tho uncertain and elastic 
state of colonial sentiment renders 
every interference on behalf of the 
Imperial Government difficult and 
possibly ineffective. Tho loyalty of 
Canada is accompanied by an unvary- 
ing resolution on tho part of tho colo- 
nists to have their own way, as often 
as any difference occurs. The present 
caso is further complicated by tho 
provincial relation of British Colum- 
bia to Canada. Tho quarrel affects 
the validity of the union which was 
recently with much difficulty aecom- 
plishod. The remote settlement on 
tho Pacific coast long hesitated to join 
the Dominion; and its assout was only 
granted on detinite terms. Sir John 
Macdonald and bis colleagues under- 
took, on behalf of tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment, to complete within a limited 
time a railway to connect the Eastern 
and Western provinces. Tho enter- 
prise was suggested by the example of 
the United States in constructing the 
Pacific Railway which now extends 
from tho Atlantic coast to San Fran- 
cisco. The Canadian Government 
perhaps scarcely gave sufficient con- 
sideration to tho inferiority of colonial 
resources, to the thinness of population 
on the proposed route, and to the sev- 
erer climate of tho North. Even the 
American Pacitic Railway has hitherto 
failed as a speculation, though it is 
both politically and commercially ad- 
vantageous to the Union. The construe 
tion of the railway was attended by 
numerous pecuniary scandals; and the 
lino might figuratively be said to bo 
ballasted with broken reputations. In 
fhia respect, if in no other, it was easy 
for Canada to imitate a bad example. 

The English Government, fooling a 
strong and legitimate desire for tho 
union of all the North American 
provinces, undertook to guarantee a 
loan for a portion of tho necessay 
expenditure, One of tho principal 
capitalists of Canada was employed in 
financial negotiations in Loudon; and 
unfortunately, tho Canadian l'rimo 
Minister and some of las colleagues 
bocamo personally compromised in 
tho transactions of their agent. It 
vyas found impossible to raise the largo 
sum which would have been required 
for tho construction of the railway; and 
the disolosuro of some irregular bar- 
gains with tho contractor lod to tho 
retirement of Sir John Macdonald and 
his Ministry from office. Hi,s succes- 
sor, Mr. Mackenzie, had opposed the 
project of tho railway; and the 
incoming Goyornment soon announ- 
ced its intention of abandoning tho 
enterprise. A distinct breach of 
contract with British Columbia could 
only be excused by the impossibility 
of "completing the bargain. The 
province was naturally slow to admit 
tho necessity of incurring serious 
disappointment; but, after long nego- 
tiation, Lord Carnarvon induced 
British ''Columbia to acquiesce in an 
alternative and less advantageous plan. 

Tho Canadian Government, in con- 
sideration of a release from the 
obligation of making the railroad, 
agreed to make a waggon road for a 
part of tho distance, and to construct 
a considerable extent of railroad with 
in tho provincer Tho second arrange- 
ment has now shared the fate of tho 
first, . although tho Canadian 
House of Commons voted the necessary 
supplies. The I * 1 1 1 was, apparently 
with tho connivance of tho Minis tors, 
lost in tho Council; and now a third 
offer is made of a lump sum of a 
quarter of a million in satisfaction of all 
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tho claims of the province. Thero is no 
security that tho damages which are 
tendered will bo paid; and, although 
a money compromise would perhaps 
not bo inexpedient, tho Legislature 
and Government of British Columbia 
regard tho Canadian offer as wholly 
inadequate They allego that tho 
railway which tho Government of tho 
Dominion undertook to construct 
would have cost several millions; and 
that the expenditure of largo sums on 
labor would havo been immediately 
advantageous to tho district. In 
default, of a more liboral arrangement, 
British Columbia claims to bo released 
from tho federal connection to which 
it had assented. Tho conditions of 
tho original bargain havo evidently 
been violated, and tho contention that 
the contract is void is therefore 
plausible, if not convincing. 

According to tho analogy of English 
law, a court will probably hold that 
tho union was irrovocablo, and that 
the Canadian Government was bound 
oithor to comply with tho terms of tho 
contract or to make full compensation 
lor failure; but English colonios are 
almost equally independent with sov- 
ereign StatOB of coorcivo jurisdiction. 
Lord Dufforin's task is rather diplom- 
atic than judicial, inasmuch as it is 
necessary that both parties should 
concur in any valid settlement. British 
Columbia cannot compel Canada to do 
justice; and, on tho other hand, the 
Government of tho Dominion has no 
means of enforcing the maintenance 
of tho federal relation. It is alleged) 
perhaps on insufficient grounds, that 
tho settlers of Upper Canada aro not 
anxious to facilitate by the construction 
of roads or railways the papsage of 
European immigrants to tho rich lauds 
of tho Pacific coast; but their exper- 
ience of tho competition of tho Western 
States ought to have shown the im- 
possibility of stopping immigrants on 
theirway to a chosen place of settlement 
The French of Lower Canada aro sup- 
posed to dislike an increase of tho 
English and Protestant population; 
but as long as the Eastern provinces 
aro only sprinkled with settlers, . it 
seems unreasonable to cultivate a 
jealousy of the remote districts on tho 
Pacific. It must be obvious to intelli- 
gent colonists that, in proportion to 
its economical advantages, British 
Columbia will increase in prosperity 
and population with tho aid cither of 
Canada or of tho United States, 
Patriotism would suggest tho exped- 
iency of cultivating the connexion 
which is one of tho conditions of tho 
future national groatness of Canada; 
but it is useless to appeal to Canadian 
ambition if it is not sufficiently active 
to prevail oyer petty motives and cal- 
culations. 

It is for the Euglish Cabinet to 
determine, if the case unfortunately 
arises, whether tho consent of tho 
Crown shall be given to the with- 
drawal of British Columbia from tho 
union with Canada; but tho decision 
of the difficult and dangerous question 
ought, if posoible, to bo evaded, 
Even if the Canadians were previously 
indifferent to tho maintenance of tho 
present connexion, they would lind a 
grievance in tho infringement of tho 
integrity of tho Dominion. On the 
other hand, neither England nor 
Canada nor both together could pre- 
vent the secession of British Columbia, 
either from the Dominion or from tho 
Empire. According to tho woll- 
established policy of England, the 
Colonies aro only retainod as long* as 
tho connexion is voluntary. It would 
bo absurd, if it were not impossible, 
to employ for tho maintenance of tho 
unity of tho Canadian Dominion 
means which havo been by anticipa- 
tion renounced as inapplicable to the 
assertion of tho integrity of tho Em- 
pire. Tho independence of British 
Columbia would bo followed after ho 
long interval by annexation to tho 
American Union"; nor would thero bo 
any ground for resenting an arraugo- 
mont between two foreign communi- 
ties. If Lord Dufferin fails to satisfy 
tho inhabitants of tho province, ho 
may probably bo ablo to Qocuro a 
reasonable dolay boforo tho adoption 
of any irrevocable measure. On his 
return to Ottawa ho will havo to con- 
duct a negotiation with his own 
advisers, who still command tho 
Parliamentary majority by which they 
have been kept in power fur three 
years. It may bo a question whether 
their popularity would not bo endan- 
gered by any display of indifference to 
tho risk of mutilating tho Dominion. 
Sir John Macdonald was supported 
by tho Parliament of his day when he 
engaged to pay a high price for tho 
adhesion of British Columbia to the 
Union. Tho samo reasons which U1211 
recommended his policy mny still 
influence colonial opinion. Sinoo tho 
establishment of tho novel system of 
responsible Government, tho duties 
of a Colonial Governor havo changed 
their character. While an Indian 
Vicoroy or a C}oyeruor of a Crown 
Colony is charged mainly with admin- 
istrative functions, a Govenor-Gencral 
of Canada or tho holder of a similar 
oflico in Australia, is something bot- 
woen a constitutional King and a 
resident Ambassador. Lord Duffeiiu 



has at all times to keep his own Par- 
liament and his Ministers iu good 
humour; and on occasions like tho 
present he finds it necessary to patch 
up thoir. blunders. His prospects of 
success in the pending negotiation are 
not encouraging. 
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Drilling Turkish Soldiers. 

The Ipriiornnce of tho Troops — A Bad Lot of 
Skiruilahra - Jloveuicnti or Infantry 
Companion — The Artillery and. Cmvo.1- 
*>'• 

A correspondent of tho London 
'Standard' with tho Turkish Army 
writes as follows: "Now that a largo 
portion ot the troops havo crosseddown 
to tho valley, where there is plenty of 
room for drill, the officers are making 
tho most of their time to get tho men 
into shapo. I was for throo hours this 
morning watching them at work, and 
I must own that 1 never saw anything 
worse. A Militia regiment that bad 
not been out for three years would, in 
a .fortnight, bo equal in drill to 
tho best of tho troops there, Aa to 
tho newly joined battalions of volun- 
teers, they are ignorant of tho rudi- 
ments of drill, and it inner ha sulci 
that all they know of a soldier's duty 
is that yo'a are to load and fire at an 
onoiny and chargo with tho bayonet 
when ordered to do so. The old reg- 
iments aro employed in skirmishing 
drill, but unfortunately were all work- 
ing in companies instead of battalions. 
After seeing them at work I am con- 
vinced that the Turks can never attack 
in skirmishing order, but must either 
go nt the enemy in compact battalions 
or in pell mell rush, for anything more 
ridiculous and meaningless than the 
skirmishing I never witnessed. The 
company, generally about eighty-five 
strong, leisurely drew out into a long 
line with at least five paces between 
each lire. Thou they advanced, or 
rather scattered forward, sometimes 
firing. Occasionally tho line lay down 
then it would get up and retire at the 
same pace, tho whole being varied by 
movements to tho right or left 
in long Indian file. As to quickness of 
movements the expediency of taking 
advantage of the inequalities of the 
ground, or lying down to fire, and- ad- 
vancing with quick rushes or by alter- 
nate sections of all these things tho 
Turk roiniiitis hi profound ignorance; bin 
whole attention is directed to milking his 
intervals accurately, and his line 
correct. He does, indeed, leave them 
in case ofja sudden attack of calvary. 
He must form a group with threo of 
his comrades, or if more time be given 
threo of tlioso groups, cloae up into a 
-little rallying squuro. With this ex- 
ception, the whole of the skirmishing 
drill as taught to him is rather worse 
than useless. In no conceivable case 
could a.singlo company advance to 
the attack of a position in a line four 
hundred yards wide, still loss could it 
do so at leisurely walk. I hope that I 
shall see some battalion skirmishing 
before leaving here, for if it at all 
resembles the company drill it must 
be a strange and wonderful business. 
Tho Turkish artillery is well horsed. 
All tho horses aro Hungarian, these 
being more powerful than any of tho 
Turkish breeds. Tho harness and 
equipments are rough, but the men 
soom to undor stand thoir work. Tho 
cavalry appears to mo to be fnirly 
good; tho horses aro hardy, and fully 
as heavy as our own cavlary horses, 
but tho uniform, alike for infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery gives to both 
tho last named arms a slovenly and 
untidy appearance. I am likely to 
havo further opportunity of watching 
tho drill of tho troops hero, for up to 
this evening I do not hear so much us 
whisper of any probability of an early

"WAR! 

War Beenis ine-vituble. The dispatches 
received last nighb indicato the existence 
of a belligorentfeoling in England that has 
not been known since the outbreak of the 
Crimean war. Three corps of British 
troops are ordered to be mobilized, aud 
indications point to tho occnpation of 
Egypt, which would give Great Britain 
control of the Suez Canal. Tho British 
fleet has been ordered to remain at Hali- 
fax and a troopship has already left Ply- 
mouth for India. Wo take it for granted 
that those with wh«m the responsibility 
rests have long since drawn tho attention 
of tho Imperial Government to the de- 
fenceless condition of this Province. 
With a strong Russian fleet at Amour 
River our position will not be an envia- 
ble one should hostilities suddenly break 
out between Russia and Great Britain un- 
less the British fleet in those waters is 
greatly augmented. 



EASTERN OPINION OF THE GOV- 
ERNOR-GENERAL'S SPEECH 
AT VICTORIA 



The chief exponents of public opinion 
in Canada,— viz: tho Globe and Mail of 
Toronto— contain articles on the Govern- 
or-General's speech at Government Houso 
in this city on tho "20th ult. Both jour- 
nals reproduce the speech in full in their 
columns; and, although their politics are 
a 3 widely opposod as tho poles aro assun- 
der, join in extolling the speech, 
Tho Mail, however, thinks it was "impos- 
sible that the Governor-General could 
avoid tho use of language which, whether 
definitive or hypothetical, was defensive 
of his First Minister. " This is a vory po- 
lite way of torturing tho speech into an 
inferential consnre of Mr. Mackenzie, 
Those who wero privileged to hoar the 
speech delivered will not soon forget the 
glow with which His Excellency referred 
to the odium that had been "most unjust- 
ly" heaped on Mr. Mackenzie who was 
charged with delaying commencement of 
railway work and conniving at the loss of 
the Island Railway Bill in the Senate. It 
was only when defending Mr. Mackenzie 
from these assaults that His Excellency 
was really eloquent. Tho language was 
not at all equivocal. What could be more 
foroible than the remark that hud ho sup- 
posed Mr. Mackenzie capable of such per- 
fidy either Mr. Mackenzio would have 
ceased to be his Prime Minister or he 
(Earl Dufferin) would have left the coun- 
try ? Tho Mail applauds tho fiction of the 
Government in selecting tho Bute Inlet 
route; but says that Mr. Mackenzie should 
have appealed to tho country when the 
Senate throw out tho Island Railway Bill. 
This unconstitutional proposition is ef- 
fectually disposed of by tho Globe from 
which we make extracts further on. The 
Mail concludes as follows: 

"Earl Dufferin made good uso of his 
time in the western Province. Ho saw 
tho greater portion of it in which settle- 
ment had taken place. And, unlike one 
of Mr. Mackenzie's Ministers, who was 
never in the Province, aud who gave much 
offence to the Columbians bv calling it a 
sea of mount tins, His Excellency speaks 
of it as "a glorious Province— ono that 
Canada Hhould be proud of." Its re- 
sources ure varied, rich, and well nigh 
inexhaustible. It only requires to be 
developed. To this end tho railway is re- 
quired. Of tho separation cry sometimes 
heard in Victoria the Governor-General 
spoke pointedly. Ho drew a horoscope 
of tho future of Vancouver Island if it 
were possible for hor to separate from the 
mainland; but be expressed the strong 
belief that the whole Province would re- 
main true to the Empire and to the Con- 
federation. We sincerely trust his Ex 
oelleuoy'a visit will prove to bo pioduc- 
iive of much good. The mainland people 
aro reasonably contented. The Vancou- 
ver leluud people have a jiibt right to 
complain. Aud it is very much to bo 
hoped that no sinister influences operat- 
ing in th<i Cabinet will prevent such stops 
boing taken as may be necessary to allay 
the present discontent, the result of many 
promises made but not fulfilled." 

The Globe says that Earl Dufferin's 
"position was ono of no ordinary dillieiil 
ty. Tho people whom he hud to address 
wore, rightly or wrongly, incensed against 
his constitutional advisers, and some of 
them had, on his Urst appearance amongst 
them, treated him with very scant cour- 
tesy. He knew that they expected more 
from his visit than the facts of tho case 
warrunted them to expect, and that thern 
cense of disappointment could not but be 
aggravated by the fact that he had no 
comfort to bestow upon Hum of the kind 
thoy craved most.^ Ho knew that, while 
they expected hire to investigate their 
grievances as an Imperial officer, he could 
only do so as the constitutional Vicoroy 
of the Dominion, bound by tho advioo of 
his advisers at Ottawa, and not commis- 
sioned to make any proposition, or oven 
express any opinon oxcopt his own. To 
address such an audienco under such cir 
onmstauoes was to pass through an ordenl 
of more than ordinary difficulty, and it is 
impossible to read Lord Dufferin !fl speech 
without a feeiing of admiration for the 
akill with which he discharged tho deli- 
cate duty imposed upon him by tho cir- 
cumstances in which ho was placed. Tho 
speech is weli worthy of a perusal if it 
woro for nothing else than tho brief, but 
graphic, outlino it givcB of tho Pacific 
Province, its physical features, scenery, 
and resourcs." 

Thus it will bo seen that tho Govornor- 
Gonernl's visit is calculated to do good 
should it only bring into notico the mag- 
nificent resources that lie dormant in the 
Province, and which tho construction of a 
railway would dovelope. Of His Excel- 
lency's remarks on tho railway the Globe 
cays: 

"Without saying a word or indulging in 
n siuglo exprefsion calculated to wound 
tho feelingB of tho most sensitive, or in- 
deed of any but tho most hopelessly p 0r 



deal of sound advice, lo tell many whole- 
some truths, and— what was more impor- 
tant than all else — to correct li host of 
misapprehensions and misrepresenta- 
tions. Without revealing a siuglo Coun- 
cil secret, or going a single step out of 
his way to plead the cause of his Minis- 
ters, who are thoroughly competent to de- 
fend themselves when tho time for de- 
fence comes, ho nevertheless manages to 
toll several things not previously general- 
ly known ; to put others in such a light 
that without impeaching his voracity they 
can no longer be used, as they have been, 
to the detriment of his advisors; and to 
put the whole question, not in any new 
light, but in ono probably less open to 
misunderstanding than it has ever been, 
or, indeed, could bo, by anybody but 
himself. There is enough in his state- 
ment and correlation of historical 
facts and newly told truths to show 
the unprincipled character of tho criti- 
cism to which tho Ministry havo been 
subjected by those who madly Assumed 
burdens which neither they nor their suc- 
cessors were able to bear, and then most 
cynically and unpatriotically throw in the 
way of tho Executive all the obstacles 
they could, even to suggesting secession 
to the discontented British Columbians. 

"Mr. Mackenzie and his colleagues 
might have told the simple unvarnished 
story of difficulties combated, obstacles 
overcome, slow and toilsome progress in 
both work and negotiation, and unalter- 
able resolution to keep faith wherever it 
was possibls to do so, and they would by 
every Opposition orator and every Oppo- 
sition sheet have been laughed to scorn, 
while tho English press would have con- 
tinued to blunder, and tho iuappeasable 
malcontents of Victoria to rant. It will 
boa curious study to watch tho effect on 
all parties of tho Governor-General's ac- 
count of the same efforts and purposes. 
There will doubtless remain some on tho 
Pacific coast who will refuse to listen to 
tho voice of the oharmer, even when it is 
tho representative of Royalty who reasons 
aud pleads with them, and does his ut- 
most to reassure them. Such persons 
must bo left to tho mollifying influences 
of time and tho inexorable logic of events. 
They may for a time raise a tempest in a 
teapot and pass resolutions in favor of 
separation or even annexation. If it 
pleases them to do so it is satisfactory to 
liu ow that it can hurt no ono else. Every 
ono knows, themselve included, that if 
they really wish to separate from the Do- 
minion thoy must carry thomsolves off 
literally aud bodily, and that if they will 
annex themselves to tho Unitod States or 
Sandwich Islands thoy must do so as in- 
dividuals, by taking up their residence 
in either tho ono or tho other. But they 
can no more bike Vancouver Island along 
with them — evon if they wont in a body — 
than the Minister of Public Works can 
abolish the engineering difficulties which 
trouble him so much, or mako the de- 
scontof tho Cascades without tunnels and 
gradients. As Lord Dufferin has shown, 
there could bo no breach of faith whore 
there was no agreement, and tho Senate, 
as an integral portion of tho Canadian 
Parliament, has as good a right to bo con- 
sulted as tho House of Commons or the 
Governor-General. Tho agreement so 
much insisted on was provisional, and 
both Lord Carnarvon and tho British Col- 
umbian Government know perfectly well 
when it was made that it was made sub- 
ject to ratification by the Dominion Par. 
liament. When that Parliament rejected 
it there was no second broach of faith- 
only ii failure to come to an agreement. 
Neither was there a breach of faith origin- 
ally, for oven the British Columbians 
thomsolves, Governor Trntoh being their 
witness, looked upon the time limit as 
pro forma or nearly so, and wo all know 
that the same truth was boldly avowed by 
the late Sir George Cartior in the House 
of Commons, as it has since been by 
many a speaker and writer on the same 
Bide. Lord Dufferin has also shown most 
clearly that the $750,000 was not arrived 
at in any haphazard fashion, but was fix- 
ed upon as a fair equivalent for Canada's 
liability in respect of the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway hud it been undertaken, 
nor has any attempt been made on either 
side of the Rocky Mountains, or, for that 
matter, on either pide of the Atlantic, <o 
show thus it was not a fair equivalent. 
Tho constitutional difficulties encoun- 
tered by Mr. Mackenzie as Premier are 
sot forth and his course justified by Lord 
Dufferin in the must unexceptionable 
manner. His statements and argument* 
are perfectly convincing, so much so that 
it is impossible to see how oven the lend- 
ing London journals can fail to bo con- 
vinced of Mr. Mackenzie's perfect blamo- 
lessness in the premises. So well-inform- 
ed a pauer as the Pull Mall Gazette in dis- 
cussing this a-pect of the case spoke of an 
appeal to the country as part of the Pre- 
mier's duly, forgetting that his majority 
in the popular branch of tho Legislature 
proved conclusively thai be bad the con- 
fidence of the country then, as ho has 
still and th it it is not customary for even 
British Premiers to resign when the 
House of Lords throws out their pet mea- 
sures. Nor can our Canadian Senate, 
thanks to tlio f rumors of the British Am- 
erica Act, and tho opinions of English 
Crown lawyers, bo brought to terms us 
the House of Lords oan by increasing its 
membership. 
If it will, it will, you maydopnii<l on't, 
Aud ii' it won't it won't, ami there's an end on't. 

But even if lie had had tho power to coerce 
the Senate, why should Mr. Mackenzie 
have done so V A proposition was sub- 
mitted to it which it did lint see lit to 
adopt. Its judgment may fairly be ques- 
tioned in the matter, but to go any fur- 
ther would bo to declare our constitution- 
al freedom a delusion and a snare."

THE WATEiTmONOPOLY. 



An attempt was made to hold a special 
meeting of tho City Council yesterday to 
consider tho alarming state of matters 
acoss James Bay; but for some reason tho 
mooting was not hold. Wo understand that 
tho Water Commissioner was summoned 
befoie tho august body to explain his 
course in issuing tho writ, and that, act- 
ing under the advice of counsel, be 
declined to recognize tho authority of tho 
Council to summon him to attend. Work 
has been discontinued in tho trenches 
across James Bay, and consternation is 
visablo in the countenances of tho mono- 
polizers. 

Costlv Present. — While tho Montgom- 
ery Queen Circus was at Portland, Ore- 
gon, tho members of tho company pre- 
sented Mr. E. D. Colvin, the manager of 
the institution, with a pair of diamond 
sleeve-buttons, exquisitely wrought and 
enamelled with monogram and appro- 
priately inscribed, as a mark of their con- 
fidence and esteem. Tho cost of the gift 
was $317. Mr. Colvin may well feel proud 
of the placo ho occupies iu tho rogard of 
the company, of which tho present is 
symbolical. 

Didn't want to go. — Yesterday as sev- 
eral head of cattle were being shipped on 
board tho steamer Isabel for Fort Wran- 
gel ono of them persistently refused to

dom was however marred by the attrac- 
tive effect of a lariat and tho striking in- 
fluence of a rawhide. 

— Tho steamer Iku- 
bol, Capt. D. Morrison, sail l last even- 
ing f jr Port Wrangel. She had on board 
7 head of cattle for Mr. Vunderbilt who 
is in charge of King Lear's business at 
that port, 10 tons of barley shipped by 
Messrs. Engelbardt <fe Co., a quantity of 
bay and 15 Indians destined for Alert 
Bay. Tho Isabel will return on or about 
tho 3rd proximo with a largo number of 
Cassiar miners. 

The Stone Sills. — Wo are reminded 
that tho latest-developed defective sill in 
tho now postoflleo building did not full to 
the Bide Walk, but was removed by tho 
janitor who had boon specially instructed 
to watch and remove the stone. More 
over that tho resident engineer ordered 
now sills four weeks ago, and that ho has 
boon unable to procure the services of a 
stono-cuttcr. Under those circumstances 
it is plaiu that the officials must bo reliev- 
ed of all blame in the promises. 



The Great Circus. 

Montgomery Queen's celebrated circus 
arrived here early yesterday per steamer 
Eliza Anderson, which vessel had boon 
specially chartered to convoy tho horses, 
attaches and paraphernalia of tho estab- 
lishment from Puget Sound to this port.

Tho latter 
already show signs of advancing, especi- 
ally on steamships. 

EUROPE. 

Paris, Oct. 19.— Evening— Tho Bourso 
has been much agitated throughout; all 
stocks closed at lowest. 

London, Oct. It). -Late on Tuosday morn- 
ing summons was issued for a Cabinet 
Council to bo held to-day, (Thursday) 
and several ministers arrived last night. 
It is rumored that tho Oovernment con- 
templates calling an autumn session of 
Parliament iu consequence of tho gravo 
aspect of tho Eastern question. It is also 
stated that the government has applied to 
Laird's to have ships ready to transport 
troops. 

Tho Advertiser says thero is a report 
that Lord Napier of Mngditla bus been or- 
dered to hold himself iu readiness to take 
command of tho troops which maybe sent 
to Egypt. 

Tim Standard prints an imposing tabu- 
lar description of tho iron vessels of tho 
Russian navy. It shows they are 28 iu 
number carrying from 2 to 26 guns each. 

Paris, Oct. l'J. — All the evening papers 
deolaro that if tho peace of Europe is 
disturbed Franco will seriously observo a 
polioy of attention. 

Condon, Oct. 10.— A special from Rome 
says Cardinal Autonelli's secretary has 
apologized to the Spanish Ambassador 
for the discourtesies shown him bv tho 
committee which superintended tho re- 
ception of tho Spanish pilgrims by the 
Pope on Monday lust in refusing to admit 
him and his attaches, but the ambassador 
having telegraphed an uooount of tho af- 
fair to Madrid has received instructions to 
demand an explanation from the Holy 
See. 

Vienna, Oct. 19 — The newspapers pub- 
lish intelligence from Athens that tho 
Grecian Government will submit to the 
Cham her of Deputies a proposal for call- 
ing out 00,000 mon and demanding ore- 
dits of 50,000,000 drachams and authori- 
ty to contract for the loan of 10,000,000 
drachmas. 

London, Oct. 10 — Should Europe real- 
ly bo summoned to arms, to add to tho 
excitement and distrust it is just un- 
noticed iu Loudon that orders have boon 
givou that three corps of tho British 
army shall ba immediately mobilized. 

Her Majesty's Indian troopship Jumma 
left Portsmouth yesterday for India with 
834 artiUerymou and upwards of seventy 
o dicers, surgeons, etc. She will embark 
another battery of artillery nt Plymouth. 
Tho departure of troops from Woolwioh 
for Portsmouth was witnossod by vast 
crowds and tho excitement displayed was 
tho greatest since the Crimean war. 

The Times announces that tho Jumma 
has boon directed to call ut Gibralta and 
Malta for orders in caso oirotimstances 
should make it necossury to chango des- 
tination of troopH. 

The Financier says a war risk of fivo 
shillings per cent, was required yesterday 
by Lloyds and various insurance com- 
panies on British vessels trading between 
England, Austria and tho East. No busi- 
ness is yet reported in risks on Russian 
and Italian vessels, but rates on these 
would of course bo higher. 

CANADA. 
Halifax, Oct.— The Brilish fleet has 
been ordered to remain till further orders 
instead of proceeding to the West Indies 
for winter quarters as ususl.

* * * * Tho mainland British 
Columbians do not wish the Carnarvon 
terms to bo curried out, for they think 
their suggestion in the first place was 
ill-advised, and they repudiate the idea 
of a compensation which is to compen- 
sate tho Island only. I have heard it 
stated that any monoy compensation 
that might be givou would bo injudi- 
cious, by reason of tho contention to 
which it would give riso ntnougst the 
local politicians, and tho pressure 
that would bo brought upon the Gov- 
ernment for its immediate distribution 
in a manner more calculated to enrich 
individuals than to olloct any good to 
the Proviuco or even to confer any 
benefit to tho community iu general. 
Ono of tho tilings whiohia striking in 
British Columbia affairs is tho general 
distrust exhibited, and tono of dispar- 
agement used .amongst mon in speaking 
of their local political leading mon on 
either side of the dividing fence. They 
scotn to think that tho country is 
overcrowded with rulers and guidos, 
and that tho people aro used 
as counters in a game bo- 
tween two Bmall knots of politicians. 
Tho Government is thought to bo 
weighty and cumbrous for so small a 
population, and Mark Tvvainos epi- 
grammatic siitiro, touching tho folly 
of using tho machinery of tho Groat 
Eastern to run a sardine box.is applied 
to tho circumstances of this Province. 
The principal sceuo of tho local political 
contest is in Vancouver Island. Van- 
couver Island has boon promised by 
tho "Carnarvon terms" tho oonstvuo- 
tiou of tho railway h-om Esquimau to 
Nanaimo, therefore, any party desiring 
to rearrange with Canada and to sot 
asido tho "Carnarvon terms" fights iu 
a locality hostile to any conciliatory 
measures they may desire to proposo, 
while their onemioa— for tho word op- 
ponents is hardly strong enough to 
convey tho character of tho contest— 
have only to oppose anything and 
everything, except that which has 
been virtually declared out of tho 
question, to acquire tho support of 



ono or two of tho mainland v> '' 10 for 
other reasons aro with tho opposing 
power. The knowlodgo, infortiaMy 
acquired, that tho Nanaimo and Es- 
quimau Railway would not bo bub't, 
set the "Standard" newspaper atirt' 
with indignation, and induced its editor 
to state explicitly that separation must 
and should be the result of his disap- 
pointment - Fortunately bis language 
was so violent and his insult to tho 
Govornor-Geuoral so gratuitous that 
he frightened oven his own friends at 
tho outset. In the meantime tho lo- 
cation of the railway is to be determined 
and so irreconcilable aro tho viows of 
tho two sections of British Columbia 
that no government in tho world can 
hope to mako any reasonable arrange- 
ment as to routo that is likely to moot 
tho views of both. Considerable stress 
has boon laid on an Order in Council 
— passed tho lato Government's 
time — determining tho locality of tho 
terminus, as well as tho '•'Carnarvon 
terms," tho Bauctity of Government 
pledges, tho necessity for .keeping 
promises, and so forth; but while ad- 
mitting tho strength of all those con- 
siderations under ordinary circumstan- 
ces, one is inclined to think, after 
seeing this country, that they havobut 
feather weight after all, and that it 
is justifiable to urgo that, in view of 
tho gigantic work which Canada is 
about to perform, pledges or promises 
given without full knowledge ought 
not to be considered binding on a 
government, and that the most prac- 
ticable and judicious routo for the 
road is tho consideration, aad tho only 
consideration, which should bo allowed 
to have any determining influence. 
And the islaud will be disgusted if 
the mainland is satisfied and "vice 
versa." 

* ****** * 

Hia Excelloncy had boeu received 
by a guard of honour of tho rosident 
Indians, which ho inspected, and this 
body of natives, who aro trappers, 
troops, tripmen, or travellers, as occa. 
sion may requiro, having completed 
their military duties, addressed the 
Govenor-Gonoral through tho medium 
of their chief, who was greatly assist- 
ed by the timely promptings ami 
suggestions of his wife. Lord Dnff- 
orin replied to this speech — which was 
simply an exposition of tho goodness 
of tho Indian turn-turn, or heart — in a 
few appropriate sentences, which ho 
spoko to the interpreter whom tho 
Indians had supplied from thoir own 
numbor. But what a language for 
oratory is tho Fraser River tongue! 
The few words which Lord Dufforin 
had said, when handled by this gifted 
savage, became an oration that Burko 
might have envied, and somo oven of 
our own have in vain sought to emu- 
late. Thore was no j'rospective term- 
ination to it; sentonco followed 
sontonce, exhortation succeeded 
explanation, until it really became 
interesting to speculato upon what he 
might bo putting into tho mouth of 
tho Governor-General. Ono of my 
neighbors in tho crowd informed me, 
"There's no let up in him once he'B 
started," and it really looked as if the 
Indian had determined to make tho 
most of his opportunity, and, having 
eutrappod a Governor General's eu- 
dorsation, had concluded, as my 
noighbor remarked, to " orate consid- 
erable." But tho driver of Lord 
Dufforin's carriage, seoingan opening, 
whipped up his horses and left the 
Indian with his friends to moralize 
over the vanity of vanities. 

AtYalo Lord and Lady Dufforin drove 
after tho rocepticn to tho house of 
Mr. Oppenhoiraor — an eminent mer- 
chant of British Col imbia — where 
they stayed for tho nr 1 i, and the 
rest of the party mado such other 
arrangements as best suited their 
convenience, in anticipation of an 
early start up country by coach in the 
morning. We spent the few remain- 
ing hours of tho evening in making 
such purchases as were necessary for 
our journey, securing means of 
conveyanco to Kamloops Lake — for 
wo had missed tho weekly stage- 
inspecting tho town, and interviewing 
"John," and then mode anxious 
enquiries at tho very last moment 
touching the probabilities of the 
morrow. 

There is a wookly Btage on this 
[the Yale] road, which is well horsed, 
well driven, and considerig all things 
wonderfully safe. Tho nature of the 
road necessitate good and well-trained 
horses; Ritch accidents as have happened 
wore owing to scary horsos. The result 
of tho manner in which the laws have 
baen carried out in tho interior of British 
Columbia is that, whereas at the first start 
tho Indians murdered white mon when.' 
they could Bufoly do so, aud California 
rowdies threatened to make thepluee a hell 
it soon came to bo ono of tho safest and 
quietest places on tho coast, and to-day 
tliero is no more danger to bo feared by a 
single wayfnror, rich or poor, than on tho 
road between Hamilton and Toronto. 
There ia not ovon a lawyer between Yale 
and Cariboo.
